Dunked in Bay 


Albany’ s newest police officer, 
Roger Freeman, had a shattering 
experience June 22 when an ap- 
parent would-be suicide, Dan 
Caldwell, grabbed him in a head- 
lock as they scuffled in Albany’s 
tidelands and pulled him under 
the water, 

Quick action on the part of 
Sergeant Carl Lindh is credited 
with saving Freeman from 
drowning. Lindh applied a choke 
hold to Caldwell, 18, of 625-A 
Kearney, El Cerrito, who then 
released Freeman, 

Police responded to a call about 


3 p.m, that somebody was trying | 


to commit suicide by drowning 
in the Bay. 

Pam Lewis of 628 Kearney, El 
Cerrito, and Earl Borreani of 713 
Jackson, Albany, were both about 
100 yards off shore attempting 
to talk Caldwell, who was out 
about 150 yards, into returning to 
dry land. All were completely 
clothed. 

Miss Lewis reported she had 
tried to save him “‘with life sav- 
ing tricks but he was too strong.”’ 
Borreani said Caldwell had fought 
him off with his fists. 

As police watched, Caldwell 
came to a rock just off shore, 
sitting with his feet in the water 
and holding a rock twice the size 
of a baseball. 

Officers attempted to coax him 
in, ordered, then taunted him, but 
he refused to leave the rock. 
When he stood up in the water, 
officers were afraid he’d swim 
out in deep water again, so Free- 
man and Lindh, in complete uni- 
form, started toward him. Free- 
man moved to tackle Caldwell 
when he thought he might lunge 
at the officers. As soon as Free- 
man connected, Caldwell put a 
headlock on him and fell back 
in the water, taking Freeman 
with him. 

Sergeant Jim McLeod and 
Lindh pulled Caldwell above wa- 
ter but he would not release the 
young police officer until Lindh 
put a chokehold on him. 

Caldwell was pulled to the 
bank, still struggling, forcibly 
handcuffed and hauled off to the 
padded cell in Albany’s new jail. 
He was booked for investigation 
of battery on a police officer, now 
a felony since legislation in 1965.
